AN'NO TRIQESIMO SEPTIMO. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-ILaw 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of Councillors to represent each Ward, 
/'For the Regulation of Municipal Elections" 
ahd other purposes. 

Bo it onnctod by tho Mayor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows : 

1. The CityBhaU be divided into throe Wards, namely, the John- 
son Street Ward, the Yates Street Wwd, and the James Bay Ward. 

(a) The Johnson Street "Ward shall inchide all that tract of land ly- 
ing between tho Northern Boundary Line of the Corpoiutioii mid 
a line running along the centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, and a straight continuation of Buch line to tho EiiBterii 
boundary line of the Corporation, district Bectiou No. 74, and 
thence in a striui^ht line to the Giiy boundary stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Boad at Mitchell's Ntirsery. 

(b) The Yates Street Ward shall include nil that tract of land lyin^^ 
between tho southern boundary lino of tho Joliiisoii Street "\Var<i 
and a line commencing at the -western oxtreruity of Foit sti cel , luul 
running thonco castwardly along the centre of Foil street luid the 
Cadboro Bay road to tho City boundar}- stone at Mitcliell a Nur.seiy. 

(c) The Jameis Bay Ward shall include all that tract of l&ud lying 
between the soutbem boundary line of the Yates Street Wai tl ' on 
the one side, and the southern boundary line of the Corporation on 
tho other side. 

2. At the next election of Councillors and thenceforth tlieru .shall 
be two Municipal CouncUlow in Johnson Street Wnid; tbi'Cti' in 
Yates Street Ward; and two in James Bay AVard; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. 

3. This Bylaw may be cited for all puiposes as "The llunicipjil 
Elections Regulations Bylaw, 1873," 

Passed the Municipnl Council this 24th day of September, A. D. 
1873.

Erom boyond the Oascades eomes 
complaint angiy and loud on account 
of maladminiBtratioi) of the LfiTid OfBue. 
Not content \Yith crushing the grazing 
auLl farming interests with now nnd un- 
crjiml taxation, tbo settlers find thom- 
eelvos completely, hoijeleysly saud- 
-wicbod between "Ordora in Council" 
which \iolnte the spirit and sometimes 
tlio letter of the law. As has boon 
Btuted in former articles, tho power to 
soil lauds by private contract was cou- 
fered in order tliat the Exoculivo nright 
summarily meet tho just wants of the 
bona lldescttler whose growing uccchs- 
itios demanded an extension of his do- 
main. But with a degree of perversity 
altogether inexplicable, the power liaj 
"been systematically wrested to the 
hurt of tJie very interests it was do- 
- signed to serYO. Tho^surveyed lands 
they sell, or rather make an abortive 
■faufe costly attempt to sell at public aiic- 
iion under circumstances calculated and 
seemingly designed to throw tlioni into 
tho hands of lucro speculators. Nay, in 
thoir wisdom they deuided that no survey- 
ed Inuda shall bo sold unless tirst put up 
at auction! Then thoy havo recourse to 
their favorito i«istiino of making an "Or- 
der iu Council" raising tho prieo ofallnn- 
survoyod IuulI, -whicli comprises nearly 
nil the land in tho country, to two dollars 
and a half an acre. By these two artifices 
tbej have succeeded in completely defeat- 
ing tho primary ohjeot of tho provision 
for selling land.iuul hiivopractically plac- 
ed tho public lands boyond tho rt-at-h of 
tho very class whose acquisition of thorn 
tho provision was intendod to facilitutu. 
And yet, again they pass another "Order 
inCoarmil" cansing orery pro-ouiption 
made under tho law of 1870 to revert to 
the Crown in cases where the pre-emptor 
obtained his Certificato of Improvement, 
sold the allotment and again exercisetl 
the pre-emption right. It is not too much 
to say that, if thoEsooutive should havo 
the temerity to enforce this last Order in 
Council, a very large number of holdings 
in both soctionsof the Province will bo 
swept away and hundreds of thousands of 
doUiiri' worth of improvements lost. But 
thoy dnre not ctirry out this orowiiiu;,'- net 
of wholesale .spoliation. NVlini is a still 
butt-er assuraneo, they will not havo the 
opportunity! The organ boasts thnt it.<4 
masters have five dilferent modes of deal- 
ing mtli the public lands. Wo can qu ite 
believe it; but it is to ho feared they have 
just livo too many. Finully, bitter coin- 
plaint is iniuhi respecting tho policy (?) 
attemptad to l)o carried out by tho Gov- 
ernment in surveying pro-emptioa claims 
beyond the Cascades— a policy alike con- 
trary to reason and common sense. Alto- 
Srother.we must congratulate the Ministry, 
and especially the Chief CommiBsioner, 
upon tho "successful working" of thoir 
liydra-hoadcd land system, and we com- 
pjiment the organ upon its discrimination 
in selecting that as the chief ground for 
piaibing the Gorerntnent. 

Imports- 
According to Parliamentary Ecturns 
the imports into British Columbia duriug 
thefisc.xl year ending 3nth June, 1872, 
amounted to 81,767,008; of which 31,000,- 
301 was dutiable und §100,707 free, tho 
total duly collected being .«at2,100,18, Of 
these imports, $r)5l),781 camo from Great 
Britain; §970,795 from the United Statts; 
805,099 from tbo Siiiidwieh Islands; and 
trilling amounts from othor countries. 
The fact that nearly twice as much came 
from the United States as from the mo- 
ther oonntry must in a measure be attri- 
buted tothe close proximity o( the former 
and tho remoteness of the latter; and it 
may be remarked that the trade springing 
up between this Province and tho older 
ones on the other side will tend to alter tho 
relations iu subHCipu'ut returns. JJutthe 
relative larganoss ef our imi)orls from tho 
United States is cliielly owing to a still 
loss agreeable cireunistiuicc. Wo refer to 
the importation of sneli .Vmcricnn produc- 
tions as cnuld and Bliuuld Ijo obtained 
from domestic Hourccs. A glniico at tho 
various iteuis making up tlio million (to 
use round numbers) wo took from the 
United States during thnt year, painfully 
impresses one wiih domestio uuthrift. 
What Would be thought of the farmer 
who bought most of tho provisions ne- 
cessary to tho sustentation of his house- 
liold from his neighbor ? How much bet- 
ter ofl' is tho country or Province that 
does so ? Lot us see what British Colum- 
bia paid away for a few of tho principal 
items of American produce during tlie

Railway Si'EED. — The Loudon En- 
gineer Htates tliat the liigliefft railway 
spends in tho world nro attained in 
I'liiglaiul, and tliat tho liiglui.st of all is 
reached on tlio Great Western Eail- 
road — tho Bpeed on tho latter being 
given roundly as fifty miles an hour. 
Instciuces arc given, howovor, of sixty- 
five and seventy miles an hour, and tho 
Engineer believes that it would be 
possible to lay aporuianenfcwayso well, 
and to maintain it in such excellent 
order that trains might travel on it 
with perfect safety at one hundred 
miles an liour -iiulocd, miles upon 
miles of such tracks aro iu)w to be 
foimd on most of tho groat main 
lines, but nowhere can one hundred 
consecutive niilos of perniauoiit way in 
perfection be found; and, as a chain 
IS no stronger than its weakest link, so 
a few Imndred yardaof bad track would 
spoil for tiio purpose of traveling at one 
hundred miles an liour a wholo line. 
Tho really important question, argues 
tlie ICngineer, is, given the line and the 
cars lit for it, what shall the engine be 
like, and is it possible to construct an 
engine at all wliich, with a moderately 
heavy train, will attain and maintain a 
velocity of one hundred miles anliour, 
on a lino with no grade heavier than, 
say, ono in throe hundred. After a 
through examination of tho question in 
all its bearings, the Engineer's figures 
prove that it is ab.solutoly impoBsiblo 
to obtain a speed of one hundred miles 
an hour on a railway if the resisteuco is 
anytliing like ono hundred and twenty 
pouiulb per ton, 

Oil eron Hun's Egos. — The healing 
properties in tlio now oil oxtractod 
from hen's oggs aro said to bo very 
groat, and it can bo easily made. First, 
the eggs are boiled hard; tho yolks aro 
romovod, crushed and placed over a 
firo, whore they are carefully stii-rod 
and when tho substanco is just on the 
ova of catching fire, the oil soparatos 
and may be poured off. Ono yolk will 
j'iold nearly two toaspooufuls of oil. 
In tho Bouthoru parts of Russia it is 
muob uBod for curing outs and bruises.

Tho following true words from 
Science of Health should boiu.sci ibcd 
in letters of gold over every farmer's 
lireside: — ■"Fanners luivo uiiequaled 
natural advantages for health., sticiigth 
and longevity. .:: ThoBtatiatics of dieeaBe 
and the tables of moi'tality, however, 
are agiunst tliem. This is iluo not to 
their vocation, but to tlioirmisnse of it. 
No class, as a whole, is prubai^ly so 
utterly reckless of health c(uiditions. 
So far as our acquaintance with tlie 
habits of fanners is concerned — and it 
has been extensive — it compels the 
conclusion, as a rule, that tho dietetic 
habits of farmers aro worse tliaii those 
of any other classes who have tho means 
of cboosing for themrelves. Fried 
dishes sevornl times a day, with several 
fried articles at eacli of tlircio meals, is 
ono of tlieir conimoii abominations; 
dried beef, old cheese ami ]Mckles aro 
among tho eomnuui reli;;]ie.s, while lard 
and baleratua make their richer I'aiuties 
indigestible and caustic. Wo have 
scon on a farmer's talile, fried perk, 
fried eggs, fried potatoes and fried 
griddle cakes, for breakfast; fried ham, 
fried hominy and fried ])arsnips for 
dinner, and fried sausages and fried 
doughnuts for supper — all tho frying 
done in lard. No class is so ti'oubled 
with canker, erj'sipelas, tumors, cancers 
and luiinors, as farmers; and the ex- 
cessive use of pork, lard, line flour, 
rich cakes and greasy pastry is enough 
to account for it. In dietetic habits, 
our famer.-j urc sadly misled by the ag- 
ricultural journals, nearly all of which 
pander to th^'ir p; i j ulices, and flatter 
their morbid ajipctit 's by roi'ommen- 
ding and coinmentlitig swin(! brooding 
and pork eating, while they liU tlieir 
kitchen column with receipts fur mak- 
ing 'rich and palatable' puddings, pies, 
cakes and other coinjjlicatod dishes, 
which no stomach ever earned inside a 
human body could long tolerate with- 
out death or dyspepsia. Tho essential 
need of our fivrmei-H is plain, whole- 
Horao food, properly cooked. This 
would give thom much movo available 
.■strength for work, relieve theinof many 
of tlio distresses and expenses of sick- 
uoss, add many years to tlieir lives, and 
render old age 'green' and normal, in- 
stead of dry ami decepit, as it is in 
most cases under existing habits. "
